to 10’ minutes to expand and 
blow up.”’ 

Police are investigating, and 
have no suspects at this time. 

Efforts to contact Granite 
City Police officials before 
press time Wednesday were 
unsuccessful. 

The first homemade bomb to 
explode was set off on the 
front lawn of a Granite City 


police officer’s home April 27. 
Two Collinsville men, Travis 
L. Guard and Ethan J. Borg- 
meyer, were arrested and 
charged with felonious unlaw- 
ful use of a weapon 

That bombing was done 
allegedly in retaliation to traf- 
fic stops and citations the offi 
cer made against friends of 
the Collinsville men, and they 
sought retaliation. 


The woman said she’s wor- 
ried about these bombs, which 
could hurt people even after

For those who know Jami Kypta, 
they. shouldn’t be surprised that she 
has quickly climbed through the 
ranks of Sportservice to her current 
position as seasonal retail manager.

Kypta was hooked. She returned for 
the™1997 Cardinals season, working 
the ‘permanent stands and also serv- 
ing ‘as a retail supervisor. She rose to 
“her current position as seasonal retail 
- manager last Februar 

. “It’s a job I love,’ Kypta says. 
*‘Both Sportservice and the Cardinals 
l@re great to work for. It’s like one 
Dig family.”’ 

» Kypta caters to a lot of families in 
her job, leaving lasting memories as 

they pick up souvenirs from Cardi 

nals games. Cardinals merchandise 
all over, inside and outside the stad. 
um. Sportservice sells caps, banners, 

T-shirts, baseball cards, balls, bats, 

No. 1 foam fingers and and novelty 

items like jewelry, care accessories, 

keychains, photos and mini bats. 

‘Permanent stands are located 
throughout the stadium while a game 
is-in progress. There are also higher- 
priced items at three shops located 
within the stadium — The Fan Zone 
Cap Store, The Fan Zone Family 
Pavilion and The Official Cardinal 
Team Store, which replaced the Hall 
of Fame Gift Shop. 

When the Cardinals aren’t playing, 
the Team Store is open from 10 a.m 
until 5 p.m. seven days each week 
except for weekends from mid-Janu- 
arty until the end of March 

What.a lot of people don’t know is 
that Sportservice offers two portable 

carts of merchandise 
marked 50 percent off. 

Kypta took the show on the road, so 
ta speak, last November when she 
Managed the Cardinal Dugout store 
at Crestwood Plaza through mid-Jan- 


tary. 

“It’s the first time the Cardinals 
haved had a retail outlet outside the 
stadium in recent years,’’ Kypta said. 
“Pm not sure if they will do it again, 
or whether they’ll add other loca- 
tions. I liked doing it, though, 
because it allowed me to work year- 
rourid, rather than taking off during 
that-time.”’ a 

Among her other duties with Sport- 
‘service, Kypta is responsible for 
-training the vendors, scheduling, and 
preparing commission figures for

Method helps families 
cope with disagreements 


Every family has disagree- 
ments. Allowing children to 


help find solutions empowers 
them to solve future conflicts, 
said Rachel Schwarzendruber, 
a family life educator with the 
University of Illinois Coopera- 
tive Extension Service 

Although parents have the 
final say on family issues, they 
can help children air views 
and take the responsibility for 
choices. 

When family members dis- 
agree, Schwarzendruber sug- 
gests a five-step formula for 
resolving the conflict. 

Step one is to explore the 
problem. Encourage children 
to describe their own feelings 
rather than placing blame on 
the other person. Also, allow 
the other rson to state the 
situation from his point of 
view. Make sure that everyone 
has adequate opportunities. to 
describe their feelings. - 

Next, brainstorm possible 
solutions. Accepts everyone’s 
suggestions and try to find at 
least three potential solutions. 

“Don’t eliminate any solu- 
tions yet that seem silly or 
impractical,”’ she said. ‘‘Some- 
times, the unusual idea leads 


to a usable solution.’ 

The third step is to consider 
each solution. Together, con- 
sider the positive and negative 
results of each suggestion 
Next, decide as a family which 
will be the best choice. Agree 
to try that solution for a set 
period of time 

For step five, after trying 
the solution discuss whether it 
was satisfactory for everyone 
When family members know 
they'll have a chance to 
reevaluate solutions, they’ll be 
more likely to give them a 
chance. 

This formula for resolving 
conflicts in the family can be 
used for large and small dis- 
agreements. Keep in mind, 
too, that the process doesn’t 
have to take a long time. When 
the family becomes comfort- 
able with the method, it will 
become easier to use. 

One important benefit of 
finding and evaluating solu- 
tions is that every one, includ- 
ing children, has the chance to 
participate. When allowed the 
Oppentnnetys children gain 
ski and learn how to negoti- 
ate and make decisions. These 
skills will serve them well.
